As the use of gas has now become so very 
common in Amorican cities, and even in the 
small towns, we have thought that a brief de- 
scription of the meter or measure, so far as is 
needful to the houscholder, would be of beac 
| Gt to e large number of our readers. 

The above engraving, showing the internal 
constraction of the meter, does wot \Mustrate 
| the mode in which the gas is measured —end 
| therefore we may simply state that this is done 
| by the flowing of the gas through the chambers 
| of a four threaded Archimedean screw. 
| The omty point of importance to our readers 
| im this connection, is that the chambers should 
| be of the proper size. We know not whether 
| gas meters are subjected to a test, by the 

“clerk of hts and measures” before gas 
| companies are allowed to use them; but if 
| euch be not the case, the law ought certainly 

to require it. No company should have the 
| tight to measure out gas to consumers, except 
by means of a meter regularly stamped as cor. 
by some competent and authorized person. 
ven, however, if the meter be perfectly 
}eorrect in iteeif—it may be made to measure 
unfairly. In the first pl if it stand not per- 
| fectly level, it will not register correctly. If 
it tit outward ft will register against, and if 
inward, in favor of the company. In the se- 
cond place, mach more depends upon the 
quantity of water which is put into the meter 
The line @ a in the above cut, denotes the true 
water level in a property manufactured meter 
If the water stand higher than this line, it 
fillx up the chamber of the measure, and thus

If any one wishes to aseertain how fairly he 
is dealt with in this respect. be can easily do 
so.

Cora is the most important grain of this 
country. By looking over the census of 1450, 
we find that there were six times as many be- 
shels of corn raised in the United States, as of 
wheet. The amount raised in the United 
States, in 1860, was, in round numbers six 
hundred million bushels. This on an average 
of forty bushels per acre, would require fifieen 
million acres of land, and sear twenty-four 
theasand year's labor to plant it, allowing two 
ecres for a day’s work, which is as mech as 
can be done by the old method, taking the dif- 
ferent parts of the country together.
